Annexed are copies of the Orders in 1832 and 1834 , for the discontinuance 
of the brigade-majors, and the entire reduction of the whole of the paid esta- 
blishment of the Yeomanry Force in Ireland.

It having been decided by the Secretary at War that the several brigade- 
majors of Yeomanry are to be discontinued upon the establishment from the 
1st of the ensuing month, and the inspection duties performed by officers of 
the Line, I have it in command from the Lord Lieutenant to apprise you of 
the arrangement intended to be adopted upon this occasion, and at the same 
time to observe that a return of your services in the Yeomanry has been .trans- 
mitted to Sir John Hobhouse, with a view to its being brought under the 
favourable consideration of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Trea- 
sury for a retired allowance from the foregoing date. His Excellency will have 
no objection to submit to their Lordships any statement of your services which 
you may wish to bring under their notice.

His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant having received a communication from 
the Secretary of State for the Home Department, signifying the King’s com- 
mands that measures should he taken for immediately reducing the whole of 
the paid establishment of the Yeomanry Force in Ireland, I have the honour 
to acquaint you that the permanent sergeants, drummers, and buglers will be 
accordingly discontinued on the strength of the Yeomanry from the 3 1st of 
the present month, of which you will be pleased to inform the paid members of 
your corps. . 

Such arms as are in charge of the permanent sergeant are to be deposited in 
a depot for the present.
